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OK $30 million bond

An inducement resolution seeking up 
to $30 million in industrial revenue 
bonds tp reopen the A. O. Smith Corp. 
automotive division here was 
unanimously approved Tuesday by the 
Granite City Council 

With the approval, monies will begin 
to be committed, Leo Konzen, an at. 
torney retained by the corporation, told 
the council. 

, Any money spent before actual is- 
suance of the bonds will be reimbursed 
now that the inducement resolution has 
been passed, he told the Press-Record 

Initially, money will be used to com- 
plete engineering studies, corporate of- 


ficials at the Milwaukee, Wis., 
quarters said last week. 

An enabling ordinance in June of 1973 
allows the city to “execute a financing 
agreement with any person with 
respect to an economic development 
project,”’ the resolution states. 

The resolution is based on the realiza- 
tion that ‘it is necessary for the general 
welfare and economy of the public that 
the City éndeavor to provide permanent 
opportunities for industrial employ- 
ment.” 

Industrial revenue bonds committed 
to the project will be used to finance 
“the acquisition, construction and 
equipping" of the plant, the resolution 
says.

There was no discussion on the in- 
ducement resolution at the meeting 
prior to its passage. 

The plant is scheduled to open in mid- 
1984 or early 1985 and will produce a 
new front structure for 1986 Ford Motor 
Co. passenger cars. Some renovation 
work will occur this year. 

Other contracts are actively being 
sought by corporate officials. 

Initially, 100 to 150 persons will be 
hired in 1984 to work at the Granite City 
facility with up to 350 employees even- 
tually being hired. Those persons hired 
first will be “new hires,” according to

Madison Mayor Mike Sasyk, although

he is happy that more people wa 

join the burglar alarm system, since 
with the current customers alone, gross 
revenues from the stem exceed 
$50,000 and additional customers will 
increase that. 

The Madison Concerned Citizens 
organization, which conducted the 
survey, feel that the poor response for 
the alarm system show that the majori- 
ty of the people of Madison do not want 
the city to continue the project. ‘Due to 
the large number of negative responses 
to the proposed alarm system, the MCC 
officers are considering a court injunc 
tion to stop any more spending on the 
system and call for a referendum of the 
people on the issue,” according to a 
press release by Maxine Tawney, 
secretary of MCC. 

The Concerned Citizens say they 
distributed 525 pre-paid postcards to 
random homes throughout the city and 
asked persons to circle their answers to 
four questions and put the cards in the 
mail. 

The group contends that 186 cards, or 
35.4 percent, were filled out and return- 
ed within 10 days after distribution 

Sasyk says such a percentage is im- 
possible.

Legislation pending 
for home financing 


The Illinois House of 
Representatives’ Executive 
Committee unanimously 
passed this week legislation 
which will provide much 
needed new sources of 
capital for Illinois’ home 
financing industry and in 
dividual homebuyers, ac 
cording to the Illinois Sav. 
ings and Loan League 

House bills 331 and 332 
sponsored by Rep. Richard 
A. Mautino (D-Spring 
Valley) and strongly sup 
ported by the Ulinois League 
amend the Illinois Housing 
Development Act and State 
Moneys Act respectively 
permitting the Illinois Hous- 
ing Develoment Authority 
(IHDA) and state treasurer 
to invest in mortgage par 
ticipation certificates (PCs) 
issued and guaranteed by 
the Federal Home Loan Mor- 
(gage Corporation (FHLMC) 
and backed exclusively by Il- 
linois residential mortgages 
The legislation now goes to 
the full house. The bill must 
be approved by both 
legislative chambers and 
signed by the governor 
before becoming law 

The FHLMC's principal 
activity consists of purchas- 
ing first lien convéntional 
residential mortgages and 
paricipation interest in such 
mortgages and reselling the 
mortgages in the form of 
mortgage securities 
primarily PCs to investors 
By buying Illinois mortgages 
from savings and loan 
associations, the principal 
supplier of mortgage credit 
and other lenders the 
FHLMC increases the 
availability of mortgage 
credit. Lenders can use the 
proceeds from the sale of 
mortgages to finance addi 
tional housing. The purchase

Since hous- 
ing traditionally has led the 
state and nation our of reces- 
sions it is felt that this 
legislation coupled with a 
law passed in 1981 permit- 
ting state pension funds to in- 
vest in PCs will help 
stimulate the economy via 
the ripple effect caused by 
increased home buying and 
building activity. Illinois 
pension funds have $6 billion 
available for investment. 

The legislation is very 
timely because it is 
predicted that the demand 
for mortgage credit in Il- 
linois will exceed the supply 
of funds from traditional 
sources (savings flows and 
mortgage repayments) by $3 
to $4 billion per year in the 
1980's,

During the three 
period of 1979-81, 3, 
linois residents took their 
own lives. The rate was 9.3 
deaths per 100,000 population 
of all ages, nearly the same 
as the 1969-71 rate of 9.1 per 
100,000 

After adjustment for 
changes in the age distribu 
tion of the population, the 
rate of death from. suicide 
actually declined slightly 
(five percent) from 9.1 to 8.6 
deaths per 100,000 

While neither crude nor 
age-adjusted suicide rates 
for the total population show- 
ed much change, there were 
notable changes in suicide 
rates within segments of the 
population r 

Both white and nonwhite 
males had higher rates of 
death from suicide in 1971-81 
than in 1969-71. The increase 
was larger for nonwhite than 
for white males. 

Suicide rates declined 
among women in both racial 
groups 

Although the race differen 
tial for suicide has been 
decreasing, the suicide rate 
among whites was about 
twice the rate among non 
whiles at the end of the 
decade 

There was a pronounced 
decline in suicide among 
wonien during the 1970s 
Age-adjusted suicide rates 
decreased 23 percent for 
females and increased three 
percent for males 

By 1979-81, the 
adjusted suicide rate for 
males was 3.4 times that for 
females, compared with a 
2.5 male to female differen- 
tial in 1969-71 

Males have higher rates of 
suicide than females at all 
ages but the disparity is

greatest among the elderly 

Among males aged 35 and 
over, the suicide rate rises 
with advancing age, the 
suicide rate for females 
peaks at ages 45-54 and 
thereafter declines with ad. 


Age-specific suicide rates 
have been converging for 
three decades in_ Illinois, 
with rates declining among 
persons 45 and older and in- 
creasing, among those aged 
15-34 years 

The largest changes have 
occurred at the extremes of 
the age range. In 1979-81, the 
suicide rate among persons 
aged 1 was 10.5 per 
100,000, percent. higher 
than in 1969-71 and 150 per- 
cent higher than in 1949-51. 

The 1997-81 suicide rate for 
persons aged 65 and over 
was 14.4 per 100,000, 20 per- 
cent lower than in 1969-71 
and 55 percent lower than in 
1949-51 

The most frequent 
methods of suicide in 1979-81 
were firearms 
deaths),, hanging ( 
motor vehicle exhaust gases 
(494) and drugs (281) 

The rate of suicide by 
firearms increased 11 per- 
cent over the decade to 4.2 
deaths per 100,000 popula- 
tion; the rate of suicide by 
other methods decreased 
four percent 
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ment, the agreement says that the 
county will assume all responsibility 
for damages incurred in placing lines 
and tapping the subdivision into the 
special service area.

When residents moved into the sub- 
division, they believed their property 
included the easements. Upon learning 
differently, they sought compensation 
for the sewer lines, which run through 
the back yards of the homes and 
restrict buildings and swimming pools 
in their back yards. 

Some residents already had built 
structures or planted trees near the 
lines and were, therefore, hesitant to 
sell the easements or sign them over. 
An alternative, issued in a court order, 
said that either a settlement had to be 

« reached or the lines be moved. 

Moving or rerouting the li 
however, would leave the subdivi 
without a sewer system. 

Several residents Monday told the 
Press-Record they were skeptical 
about entering into an agreement with 
the county, because officials reneged on 
a previous deal that included a settle- 
ment of about $70,000. 

On June 23, 1982, residents went to the 
special service area office to receive 
their checks for settlement, but were 
told by Smith that title searches and the 
discovery of three additional lots had to 
be considered before checks were 
distributed. 

With the latest — and final — agree 
ment, the residents indicated they still 
do not completely trust the county and, 

—by the end of the meeting, it was ap- 
parent that they were reluctant to 
polish off the settlement by handing 
over their easement rights. 

‘There was even the suggestion that 
they might change their minds between 
now. and April 20, when the full county 
board meets.

Smith, the committee and Irvin C 
Slate Jr., attorney for the service area, 
tried to.assure the residents that the 
board will accept the recommendation, 
the issue will be settled and checks will 
be issued. 

Still, one of the residents not involved 
in the lawsuit did not want the litigation 
mentioned in the agreement and, fur- 
ther, did not wish to sell the easement 
for just a few dollars with the re- 
mainder of-his share considered as 
compensation for damages. 

By selling the easements for ‘‘$1 or 
$10” and having the remainder of the 
various settlements for damages, the 
residents would not be forced to declare 
the selling of property with the Internal 
Revenue Service, Smith explained 
Should they decide they wanted to 
switch the agreement and have the ma- 
jority of their settlements go toward 
purchasing the easements, it would 
constitute a land transaction and taxes 
would have to be paid on the income, he 
said. 

All of the residents must turn over 
their easement rights before checks are 


distributed, Slate said. Should one resi- 
dent change his mind, the entire settle- 
ment would be negated and the commit 
tee would return to the alternative of 
rerouting the lines. 

Evanoff wanted the committee to 
specify an exact date when checks 
would be received. Smith said the 
checks could be issued as soon as the 
county board approves the agreement 

At this point, the committee and the 
residents have agreed to distribute the 
checks from the service area office 
upon receiving all of the easement 
rights. Distribution of the checks pro- 
bably will take place Apri 

County Auditor Arthur 
told the Press-Record that there will 
not be any problem with ‘‘cutting the 
checks” upon board approval of the 
settlement and he indicated that checks 
could be prepared the afternoon of the 
board meeting.

Final $600,000 may

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‘Venice council hears changes 
in housing rehab income levels

Income limits used in 
determining eligibility for 
assistance under the U.S 
Department of Housing and 
Urban Development’s Com- 
munity Development Block 
Grant Program have been 
revised, members of the 
Venice City Council learned 
at Tuesday night’s meeting. 

In other action, the council 
approved a building permit 
for a four-family apartment 
building, to be constructed at 
640 Broadway, Venice. 

The brick structure will 
Cost about $57,000 and each 
fanrily. unit will feature six 
rooms, according to the 
builder, Lennil Johnson Sr., 
1319 Oriole St 

Ti discussing the housing 
rehab program in Venice, 
Mayor Tyrone Echols noted 
that HUD periodically ad- 
justs income limits and sug- 
Bested those applications 
already submitted by Venice 
fatnilies, whose requests 
were previously determined 
ta be ineligible due to income 
level, should be reviewed. 

According to Madison 
County Community Develop- 
ment, the revised income 
limits for housing rehabilita- 
tion grant programs, with 
the number in family and 
maximum family income 
listed in sequence, are as 
follows 


Madison 


One person family may 
have a maximum income of 
$9,050; two persen—$10,350; 
three—$11,650; four$12,950; 
five—$14,000; six—$15,000; 
seven—$16,050; and eight or 
more—$17,100 

A ‘‘whole house’' 
rehabilitation program 
started in Venice in 
September 1979 with an 
grant of $60,000 from Com- 
munity Deveopment 
funds.and a $5,000 donation 
from Venice Township to 
buy the necessary tools for 
the project 

During the intervening 
years, concern had been ex- 
pressed by Venice City Coun- 
cil members, on occasion, 
about methods used by the 
Community Development 
agency allegedly causing 
delays in inspections and 
other procedures 

Al the end of 1981, about 25 
homes had been 
rehabilitated and _ several 
were waiting for inspection, 

learned. Many ap- 

ons were denied due to 

family incomes exceeding 
the guildelines. 

At the present time, -bet- 
ween 35 and 40 houses have 
been completed under the 
program, but the current 
status of the project is not 
immediately known due to 
funding problems, Mayor 
Echols said.

Pet poisonings here 
under investigation

The deliberate poisoning 
of three pet dogs in the same 
Granite City neighborhood is 
under investigation by the I] 
linois Department of 
Agriculture's Bureau of 
Animal Welfare, the Press 
Record learned this week 

Tife poison used was 
strychnine cry s, an 
analysis disclosed 

As soon as their condition 
was detected last Friday, all 
three pets were treated by 
Dr. Leland Holt, a Granite 
City veterinarian. They are 

overing, although two 
in a weakened state 
lier,this week 
he Poisoning of animals. 
a malicious act that horrifies 
all animal lovers and revolts 
most other humans. is a 
crime, and persons commit 
ting such acts are subject to 
arrest and prosecution, the 
law states 

Two of the pets are 
wirehaired terrier show dogs 
belonging to Mr. and Mrs 
Stanley Fornaszewski, 3337 
Red Bud Ave. 

The third pet poisoned is 
the 4-month-old mixed Irish 
Setter pup of Mr. and Mrs 
Tom Hudson, 2332) Clark 
Ave 

As both addresses are 
located just outside the city 
limits of Granite City, the 
families reported the in- 
cidents to the Madison Coun- 
ty Sheriff's Department.' 

Mrs. Fornaszewski — ex 
plained the poisoner’s 
method. “He cut a wiener in 
half, scooped out a portion of 
the meat, replacing it with 
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and 


strychnine tals, 
the 


then stuffed some of 
meat back in the casing. 

“It was a beautiful job of 
disguise. The wiener looked 
perfect and you couldn't tell 
what had been done inside 
it,"’ Mrs 
Tuesday 

But, the dog poisoner 
made a mistake. One of the 
Fornaszewski dogs is an 
older female, who is a 
finicky eater 

Her owner explained, ‘She 
only ate part of a wiener and 
we found the rest of it in the 
yard.”” 

The uneaten meat with the 
strychnine inside was turned 
over to investigators from 
the Bureau of Animal 
Welfare, who to 
Granite City Tuesday 

When the animals became 
sick, the male dog was in 
worse condition the 
female. Both were taken to 
the veterinarian, their condi 
tion was diagnosed as 
poisoning and their 
stomaches were pumped. 

Without treatment, the 
dogs would have been dead 
in about one-and- 
hours, Mrs. Fornas: 
quoted Dr. Holt as saying. 

Both Fornaszewski dogs 
are kept in a fenced yard and 
the older dog has not been 
outside the fence since going 
to the veterinarian last Aug 
26, the owner said. The 
younger male is always on a 
leash when exercised outside 
the fence. 


“Our bother 


dogs don't 
anyone,” she said. 

Upon hearing gunshots 
fired late last week and see- 
ing some activity near the 
Hudson yard, Mrs. For- 
naszewski alerted that fami. 
ly, which arrived home to 
find their pet dog chained to 
a gas meter and water flow- 
ing from an outdoor water 
faucet in their yard, a family 
member advised. 

The Irish Setter pup, 
which had been chained in 
the yard when the Hudsons 
left home, also became ill 
later that day 

The animal was taken to 
Dr. Holt’s clinic and was 
diagnosed ‘having eat 
a hot dog laced with poison,” 

the same method used 
with the Fornaszewski dogs. 

In addition to notifying the 
Madison County sheriff's of- 
fice, Mrs. Fornaszewski call- 
ed the Department of 
Agriculture in Springfield 

After relating specific 
facts, she was referred to the 
Bureau of Animal Welfare, 
which sent Investigator Ran- 
dy D. Twyford here to talk 
with the families and collect 
evidence 

It was learned the in- 
vestigator attempted to in- 
terview a neighbor of the 
Fornaszewski and Hudson 
families, but was unable to 
locate the person. 


Fornazewski said. 


“We know who it is, but 
can’t prove it yet," Mrs. For- 
naszewski contended Tues- 
day. She said the person she 
believes is responsible for 
the poisonings left town ear- 
ly Saturday morning after 
being confronted by her son, 
John, the previous night 

“We love our dogs very 
much and, since we’ve 
retired we like to be out in 
the yard with them. It’s a 
shame we have to be afraid 
something like this could 
happen to them 

“The Hudsons are a nice 
family and their pet is a 
beautiful dog. I think 
everyone in our neighbor- 
hood, who doesn't know what 
has gone on, should be 
alerted,”’ she added. 

In addition to the hear 
tavhe of, almost losing their 
pets, medical treatment for 
the animals cost more than 
$200, a point the families in- 
volved are natstressing, but 
which is a definite factor in 
such cases

County acts to avoid Gaslight 
lagoon overflowing again

A “desperate situation” at 
the sewage lagoon in the 
Gaslight Walk area promp- 
ted the Madison County 
Sanitary Sewers Committee 
to take emergency action 
Monday night and reach an 
agreement with the lagoon’s 
owner to pump water from 
the site. 

Pumping started Tuesday 
at 2 p.m. after specifications 
of the agreement were met, 
including the condition that 
the county sewer and its 
users were not in any danger 
because of the additional ef- 
fluent discharge running 
through the pipes. 

The Gaslight Walk area is 
not tapped on to the county 
system, but Granite Invest- 
ment Co., owner of the 
lagoon, requested emergen- 
cy assistance from the coun: 
ty, including use of a service 
area lift station located near 
by 

According to 
ment, approval 
needed from 
Environmental 
Agency, which has jurisdic 
tion over use of the county 
sewers, and Granite City had 
to agree to use of its treat- 
ment plant. Granite Invest 
ment Co., is solely responsi- 
ble for paying the city for use 
of the treatment facility 

Service area superinten- 
dent Gene Futch said Tues- 
day morning that approval 
had been granted from both 
the IEPA and the city. 

The agreement releases 
the county from any liability 
for damages and requires 
the owners to include the 
company on a policy of 
liability insurance. 

Futch was notified last 
weekend that the lagoon, 
located near Lake Drive, 
was in danger of flooding 
because of recent, con- 
tinuous and sometimes 
heavy rains. It was feared 
that the levee surrounding 
the lagoon might break and

Futch said water was seép- 
ing through. 

Futch told the committee 
that the special service area 
equipment would not be able 
to decrease the amount of 
water in the lagoon, but the 
level could be held below the 
point of flooding and the 
water “drawn down” so the 
levee would not break. 

He said Wednesday that 
the water level was’ being 
kept constant by the pump- 
ing, which was being handl- 
ed by one three-inch pipe 
“We're holding our own,”’ he 
added. 

An alarm system allows 
employees to keep tabs on 
the pumping without actual- 
ly being present to monitor 
the flow. Should too much 
sewage be pumped through 
the pipes, the alarm would 
sound and emptoyees then 
could control the flow and 
alleviate the problem, he 
said. 

While some reluctance 
was voiced about the service 
area becoming involved in a 
situation that should not be 
its concern, the committee 
recalled a flood at the lagoon 
six years ago that sent raw 
sewage spilling into the 
yards of nearby mobile 
homes 

“Because of the potential 
health problem, we have no 
alternative,” said Frank 
Dutko, sewer committee 
member. 

Futch and the remaining 
committee members 
agreed. 

“If it breaks, it will crowd 
Times Beach off the air- 
waves for at least a few 
days,’’ said Marshall 
“Zeke’’ Smith, assistant 
state’s attorney, to explain 
the potential health hazard. 

Smith was present to 
represent the service area at 
a special meeting to settle 
the Brandon Heights 
dispute, but the committee 
decided also that it had to act 
on the emergency agree- 
ment. 

More than a year ago, the 


Illinois Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency indicated a 
willingness to work with the 
service area to get Gaslight 
Walk hooked up to the county 
system, but nothing was 
ever done, Smith said. 

The IEPA and county of- 
ficials will meet today at the 
agency’s regional office in 
Collinsville to discuss the 
issue. 

Miles indicated he is fear 
ful that the lagoon owners 
will come back to the service 
area for assistance in the 
future and that, once aid is 
given, the county will find 
itself continuously helping 
private owners within the 
county sewer district 

He emphasized that every 
effort should be taken tc 
tect the county sewer s} 
and its users as the addi 
tional effluent discharge is 


protect the county 
system, the agreement says 
that the company can use on. 
ly one pump with a 
discharge diameter not to 
exceed four inches. The 
pump also must not exceed 
the rated capacity of 410 
gallons per minute of the 
county lift station 

At any time, Futch, his 
designated representative, 
or any committee member 
can order that pumping be 
ceased, the agreement says 

Further, the company is to 
be responsible for metering 
the discharge and provide “‘a 
true and accurate statement 
of the volume of effluent.” 

Should the company fail to 
meter the effluent, Futch 
may estimate the amount of 
discharge into the sewer 
system and the company 
shall be bound by that 
estimate.

Legislation covering a 
wide range of issues — in 
cluding training, enforce 
ment and prosecution 
could be studied and in-put 
specific to our area could be 
provided 

Some of the enforcement 
related legislation alreay in 
troduced this session: 

HOUSE BILL 22. 

Bill 22 established the 
Violent Crimes Assistance 
Act. This bill would require 
the courts to impose addi- 
tional graduated fines on 
defendants convicted of any 
felony, misdemeanor or 
vehicle code violation 

Receipts would be 
deposited in the new Violent 
Crimes Victims assistance 
Fund and would be 
distributed to assistance 
centers to provide counsel- 
ing, istance and direction 
to victims. 

HOUSE BILL 44. 

This bill would redefine a 
peace officer’s use of force in 
making arrests. It provides 
that an officer can, to effect 
an arrest, use force which 
could cause great bodi 
harm — but only after the of- 
ficer has attempted ‘all 
other reasonable means at 
his or her disposal” to make 
the arrest. 

HOUSE BILL 321. 

Creates a fund in the state 
treasury called the Juvenile 
Drug Abuse Fund. Takes 50 
percent of all funds collected 
from the Narcotics Profit 
Forfeiture Act from local 
police and law enforcement 
agencies and places the 
money into this fund 

HOUSE BILL 411. 

Amends the vehicle code 
Suspen person's driver's 
license for one year for 
unlawful use of a weapon 

HOUSE BILL 442. 

Amends the Firearm 
Owner's Identification Act to 
increase the current fee for a 
firearm owner'sidentifica 
tion card from $5 to $10. The 
person applying for a card 
would also need to prove that 
he or she has never been con- 
victed of a felony 

Presently, a person only 
has to prove that he or she 
has not been convicted of a 
felony in the past five years. 

HOUSE BILL 29. 

Changes the definition of 
the offense of armed 
violence to provide that the 


offense is committed by us- 
ing a dangerous weapon in 
the commission of a felony, 
as opposed to being armed - 
with a deadly weapon 

HOUSE BILL 738. 

Requires law enforcement 
agencies to provide the 
Department of Law Enforce: 
ment with certa 
individuals arr 
specified sexual 5 
within 30 days after such ar- 
rest 

This is just a sampling of 
the broad range of bills af 
fecting law enforcement. 

The issues are complex 
and these bills may or may 
not reach the goal that is 
prescribed, just as they may 
or may not agree with or 
have the approval of those to 
whom they apply, or those 
who have the responsibility 
of enforcement. 

This is why in-put from

1973.

National home sales 
show marked increase 


The strong performance of 
the existing single-family 
home sales market in 
February clearly illustrates 
public awareness that hous- 
ing is becoming more af- 
fordable, Dr. Jack Carlson, 
chief economist and ex. 
ecutive vice-president of the 
National Association of 

said today 

'Yy  existing-home 
sales were at a seasonally 
adjusted annual rate of 2.47 
million units — 24.1 percent 
higher than the 1.99 million 
rate a year earlier, ac- 
cording to the latest nation- 
wide monthly survey by the 
association. 

“After more than a year of 
activity near the 2 million 
unit level, the annual 
existing-home sales rate now 
is firmly above that mark 
and is expected to remain 

."’ said Carlson. 

Existing-home sales, 
which had peaked at an an- 
nual rate of 4.02 million in 
November 1978, bottomed 
out at 1.86 million last 
August as housing suffered 
through its worst decline 
since, the Great Depression 
Last month’s rate is 32.8 per- 
cent above the cyclical low 
recorded in August, Carlson 
added 

uary’s home resales 
annual rate had surged to 
2.58 million uni according 
to the association's revised 
statistics a record in- 
crease from the previous 
month’: million units. 

‘The 4.3 percent slippage 
in February came as no sur- 
prise because of the severe 
winter weather last month,’ 
the economist said. “The en- 
couraging new is that after 
the strong surge in January 
the February sales level re 
mained healthy. In fact 
when the seasonal adjust 
ment factors used to 
calculate the annual rate are 
removed, the survey shows 
that there were more actual 
sales in February than in

next Carlson added 
Lower mortgage interest 
rates and the improved af. 
fordability accompanying 
those improved rates are 
allowing the housing in- 
dustry to lead the nation out 
of recession as it has done 
historically.”

Bi-State marks 20th year 
in public transit business 


April 1 marked the 20th an- 
niversary of ‘‘unified’’ 
public mass transportation 
service in the St. Louis 
metropolitan area. On that 
date in 1963, the Bi-State 
Development Agency 
assumed operation of the 
area’s bus and streetcar ser- 
vice from 15 private carriers 
and consolidated them into 
one regional system. 

The transit system’s for- 
mation followed a 1959 joint 
study by the city of St. Louis 
and St. Louis County, which 
recommended a consolida- 
tion of transit facilities, 
without which public transit 
might not survive in the 
region. Bi-State was 
designated to form the 
regional transit system 
because it was the only ex- 
isting entity whose compact 
allowed interstate operation. 
The private carriers were 
bought out in 1963 with a 
$26.5 million Bi-State bond 
issue. 

In the years that followed, 
rising costs caused higher 
fares, which, in turn, caused 
decreased patronage and a 
subsequent reduction in ser- 
vice. These were the same 
conditions with which the 


private operators had been 
unable to deal 

In June, 1973, the Missouri 
Legislature enacted enabl 
ing islation authorizing 
collection of a one-half cent 
transportation sales tax in 
the city and county to sup- 
port public transit. This sub- 
sidy was followed in 1974 by 
the Illinois Downstate Public 
Transportation Act. With 
local funding secured, Bi- 


federal subsidies which, i 
turn, allowed the agency to 
reverse the trends of the 
past. Fares were lowered, 
routes added ‘and extended 
and service and equipment 
improved. For seven years, 
a constant 25-cent basic fare 
was maintained, but as infla- 
tion drove expenses up, in- 
creasing amounts of local 
and federal subsidies were 
required to make up the dif- 
ference between operating 
costs and income 

Finally however, expenses 
reached a point that there 
was not enought subsidy 
available, and in 1980, fares 
were doubled, service wi 
reduced and many Bi-State 
employees were laid off

“The Health Fair pro- 
vides, at a very low cost to 
each individual, an op- 
portunity to gather informa- 
tion about preventive health 
services, nutrition, exercise, 
self-examination, warning 
signs and early detection,” 
said Jack Grieves, SEMC 
assistant vice president and 
site coordinator. 

Not meant as a replace- 
ment for physical examina- 
tions, Health Fair "83 pro- 
vides the means for area 
residents to receive free 
medical tests for such things 
as anemia, blood pressure, 
height and weight, diabetes, 


respiratory ailments, vision, 
glaucoma and, new this 
year, colo-rectal exaina- 
tions. 

A blood chemistry test will 
be available again this year 
at a cost of $8. Individuals 
are asked to fast 12 to 14 
hours prior to the test, drink- 
ing only water. “If par- 
ticipants have eaten, the test 
can still be taken,” says 
Grieves. ‘‘However, the 
results will not be as @ac- 
curate.” 

Several new exhibits have 
been added to Health Fair. 
One exhibit will allow in- 
dividuals to experience cer- 
tain eye disorders such as 
glaucoma, cataracts, 
macular degeneration, 
diabetic retinopathy and 
detached retina. 

Another booth, manned by 
the Medicare-Glaser Corp. 
of St. Louis, will céncentrate 
on drug interactigns. ‘‘Per- 


sons can bring in a list of the 
medications they are taking, 
and have it fed into a com- 
puter to determine possible 
side effects caused by the in- 
teraction of these drugs, 
which they may not be 
aware of,”’ says Grieves 
In 1982, more than 600 
residents attended Health 
Fair. ‘And this year, we ex- 
pect between 600 and 800 peo- 
ple,”’ says Grieves. ‘‘Due to 
the number of people taking 
part in the fair last year, 
there were problems with 
congestion. This year, upon 
registering, visitors will be 
given a number and process- 
ed accordingly, this 
eliminating the congestion 
It also will save time if in- 
dividuals bring the name 
and address of their physi- 
cian. 
he busiest hours of the 
fair are between 8 a.m. and 
noon, Those who can may 


want to wait until the after- 
noon hours to attend 

“Free parking and ade- 
quate sealing also will be 
available to those people at- 
tending the fair,” Grieve 
noted. 

Health Fair Week has been 
scheduled for April 17 
through 24 throughout the 
Greater St. Louis area and is 
co-sponspred ‘by KSDK, 
General American Life In- 
surance Company,, the St. 
Louis Bi-State Chapter of the 
American Red Cross and the 
National Health Screening 
Council for Volunteer 
Organizations. 

This is the fourth year 
SEMC has participated in 
Health Fair Week. Persons

Foreign Policy class 
tours Eastern sites 


The Foreign Policy class 
of Granite City High South 
spent the Easter vacation, 
touring New York City and 
Washington, D.C. In an ef- 
fort to learn first-hand about 
major fireign policy issues, 
the class spent three days a’ 


tending foreign policy brief- 
ings at the highest levels of 
government. 

In Washington, D.C., Alan 
Safrin of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee staff 
provided a private briefing 
and a question and answer 
session for the ‘class.

Topics discussed in- 
cluding, the duties of an am- 
bassador, the nuclear freeze 
movement in England and 
Europe, the lessons of the re- 
cent Faulkland War and 
British oil prices. The 
British expressed great ap 
preciation to the United 
States for its support in the 
Faulkland War.

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Marshland trade-closer to reality

A Prgposel that has been 
negotiated since 1979 to 
trade a 22l-acre section of 
Swampland owned by the 
,\Metro-East Sanitary District 
for.Jand owned by the Illinois 
Department of Conserva- 
tion, that would provide 
relief from drainage pro- 
blems, may become a reality 
by summer. 

» The Department of Con- 
servation is interested in the 
22l-acre site, part of the 
American Bottoms 
wetlands, because it is one of 
the last remaining 
wilderness areas in the 
state, MESD president 
Walter ‘‘Shang” Great- 
House, said Tuesday follow- 
ing a board of commis- 
sioners meeting. 

“Legal snags and red tape 
have kept the transfer from 
going through and Great, 
house said that the proposal 
miay- have to be acted upon 
by the state legislature. He 
indicated that he is, 
however, confident that the 
fransaction could occur 
soon: 

Initially, the trade involv- 
ed:the 221 acres from the 

» MESD-.and only 70 acres 

{rom:the Department of Con- 
servation. Three tracts of 
(land) now are under con- 
\Sideration in the trade from 
thie Department of Conserva- 
tion and:the total acreage in- 
volved is nearly equal to the 
MESD’s half of the transac- 
tion. cu . 
= While:the trade would pro- 
videocthe Department of 
Conservation with the 
wilderness area, for which 
Greathouse said MESD has 
no use; it would give the 
sanitary district an alter- 
native to drainage problems, 
including a way to divert its 
excess’ surface waterflows 
into’ Horsehoe Lake. There 
have been problems with 
sediment and debris dump- 
ings‘in the state and it was 
reported:in April of 1982 that 
the-<state claimed it cost 
$100,000 annually, to 
@ounteract the sediment 
buildup. 
« Fwo. of the tracts the 
MESD hopes to obtain are in 
the Cahokia area and one is a 
holding pond near the Hart- 
ferd Canal. 

The Nature Conservancy, 
a.not-for-profit organization, 
had on option on purchasing 
the marshland last spring, 
but. did not buy the land. 

The MESD land is located 
off. Interstate 55, east of 
Cahokia Mounds State Park. 
It resembles conditions 
found by settlers of the 
American Bottoms. 

Consideration also was 
given Wednesday to 
drainage problems in the 
same vicinity, near Highway 

‘at' Pocket Road by the 
Cahokia Race Track. Water 
builds up in sections of land 
there and backs up into a 
lake at Frank Holten State 
Park, a situation the Depart- 
ment of Conservation would 
like to remedy. 

Greathouse said the 
department has advised that 
MESD construct an 800- to 
1000-foot levee on the east 
bank) of the area to control 
the backup of water. 

Farmers in the area also 
contact, MESD frequently 
about water in their fields, 
but the commissioners 
agreed that the top priority 
has to be subdivisions in the 
area. 

“We have to put our priori- 

ty. on the people and 
anything that endangers the 
people. Then we can worry 
about the farmers’ fields,” 
said David Bergfield, a 
MESD commissioner. 
_. Greathouse was | inter- 
rupted during a conversation 
after the meeting by a 
telephone call from the 
Department of Conservation 
and he said that the official 
told him the department 
might be able to help MESD 
with the drainage problems 
in that area. 

Debris that blocked part of 
the waterway and forced 
backup problems in the area 
had been a constant threat 
until, MESD cut out a section 
to enable the water to flow 
freely.

MESD faces significant 
drainage problems involves 
the construction of In- 
terstate 255. Greathouse said 
that drain off has occurred 
on land around 1-255 con- 
struction. ‘‘Our levee was in 
good shape until they put the 
highway in,” he said 

He maintains that the 
responsibility for controlling 


drainage problems in the 
area of 1-255 belongs to the II- 
linois Department of 
Transportation. He said he 
has indicated to IDOT of- 
ficials that “‘it’s your respon- 
sibility. You better get 
money in your budgets so 
you can handle it."’ 

Past problems with IDOT 
and the Army Corps of 
Engineers, have, Great- 
house said, been solved. ‘‘It 
has gotten to the point where 


they respect us because we 
tell them the truth,” he said 
The relationship between 
MESD and the other agen- 
cies is ‘50 times better” than 
it was before, he maintains. 

“Up until the last couple of 
years, we had done their 
work for them,” he said of 
drainage problems involving 
IDOT and the Army Corps of 
Engineers. Because of this, 
the agencies believed MESD 
would always take care of 
problems, even though the 
areas of land involved were 
not really of the sanitary 
district’s concern in terms of 
maintenance and drainage. 

In other matters, the com- 
missioners commented on 
the payroll, which they have 
attempted to ‘cut down as 
much as we can,” Great- 
house said 


Temporary employees 
recently were hired to work 
for minimum wage and the 
commissioners considered 
hiring some of them to con- 
tinue working. 

The board also decided to 
recommend that building not 
take place at 1612 Wilson 
Ave. A permit request from 
John P. McCain was for a 
house and garage and the 
commissioners noted that 
the area fills with water 
every time it rains. If Mc- 
Cain decides to build, the 
commissioners said, he will 
be doing so at his own risk. 

It was recommended that 
building be delayed until 
Nameoki Township finds a
